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Current Topics. 
The Companies Report. 

ACCORDING TO the recent Board of Trade Report on Companies 
for the year 1911, the number of companies registered in England 
and Wales in that year was 5,959; but the number of those 
which disappeared from the register, either through winding-up, 
or through removal from the register on the ground that they 
were no longer carrying on business, was 4,353 ; the net increase 
being thus 1,606. The formations during the year, though 
considerably less than the 6,707 of 1910, were in excess of other 
recent years, the annual number from 1902 to 1905 being under 
4,000, and from 1906 to 1908 under 5,000. The Scotch companies 
for the year were 353 and the Irish 132. About half of the 
English companies were formed with a nominal capital under 
£5,000 ; those above £100,000 numbered 336. As compared 
with the previous year there was a large fall in nominal capital, the 
total for 1910 being nearly 213 million, and, in 1911, 157 million. 
There was also a large decrease in the number of companies 
applying for special settlement on the Stock Exchange ; namely, 
264 as compared with 512 for 1910. The decrease is ascribed 
in the report to the smaller number of rubber and oil companies 
floated during the year. The number of limited partnerships 
registered in 1911 was 72; in these there is a steady decease, so 
that this form of association appears not to have been successful. 
Its place, in fact, is taken by private companies. 


Prescriptive Rights té a Judgeship. 

THE APPOINTMENT of Mr. BRANSON to fill the office of Junior 
Counsel to the Treasury in the King’s Bench Division, left vacant 
by the elevation of Mr. RoWLatr (now Sir 8S. RowLatt) to the 
bench, calls attention to the curious fact that two comparatively 
minor posts in the gift of the Attorney-General lead in due 
course to a seat amongst the High Court judges. For half-a- 
century it has been the recognized tradition that the Treasury 
Counsel on the Chancery and Common Law sides—the Attorney- 
General’s devils as they are still called, and at one period were 
in reality—shall, after a longer or shorter course of probation, be 
elevated to the bench. This practice has somewhat interesting 
results. In the first place, it occasionally secures the promotion 
to judicial rank of a lawyer whose academic distinction and 
scholarly legal erudition have attracted the attention and won 
the good graces of the law-officers, whereas solicitors—more 
immediately practical in their choice of rising counsel—might 
have deemed him a mere theorist, and overlooked really great 
merits. Lord Bowgn and Mr. Justice WricHt are the 
classic examples of this; ,it is unlikely that either would 
have reached the bench he so greatly adorned had a 
large practice or political partisanship been the only avenues 
thereto. Again, from this system a certain increase of the 
official element in our courts inevitably results. Although the 
junior treasury counsel are not debarred from private practice, 
and often possess a group of non-official clients, yet their main 
work consists in appearing for various Government depart- 
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ments. Gradually they become identified in sympathy and 
temper with the bureaucracy whom they represent, and on the 
bench they tend to display a certain leaning towards officialism— 
which is more common in Indian than English judges. Lastly, 
the system gives a certain advantage to the accident of mere 
personal association in chambers with the Attorney-General of 
the day. For there is not the same responsibility in filling up 
&@ minor appointment that there is in naming a High Court 
judge ; law-officers can and do give heed to merely personal 
claims upon them which a Lord Chancellor in making a judge 
can scarcely with propriety do. While making these comments 
on the system, we hasten to add that Mr. BRANSON, though a 
young and comparatively little heard of junior, is generally 
recognized among commercial court practitioners to be an 
extremely sound and able lawyer and in every way well-fitted for 
his new office. 


The Insurance Act. 

AS WAS to be expected in the case of so recent and impor- 
tant a legislative measure, the Law Society discussed at Cardiff 
a couple of papers on the Insurance Act. One of the two 
considered the general effect of the Act and suggested amend- 
ments ; this ~— was read by’ Mr. H. KincsLey Woop. The 
second, that of Mr. J. Scorr Duckers, dealt in a very complete 
and most interesting way with the effect of the statute on 
accident and compensation claims. Now, whatever views may 
be held as to the desirability or undesirability of instituting a 
gigantic system of nationai insurance, it is clear that neither 
political party is going to repeal it ; and therefore lawyers as 
practical men are chiefly concerned with the machinery by which 
the Act is going to be worked. The first point which invites 
their attention is the peculiar system by which private volun- 

















tary societies are entrusted with the primary task of working 
the Act ; for the collection of the moneys to be raised, and the 
distribution of the benefits conferred, is to be done in the main by 
trade-unions, friendly societies, sections of insurance companies, 
and other non-official bodies which become “approved societies.” 
The supervision is in the hands of cooptative local health | 
committees of the sanitary authority and of a central Govern- | 
ment department ; but the framework is voluntary enterprise. 
In this way it rather resembles the education system of this | 
country ; the Education Act of 1870 began by recognizing the | 
private work of non official societies, and only supplemented its | 
deficiencies with a system of school boards. The next point | 
that strikes us is the constitution of the local health committees | 
and the very stringent ;powers given to them, or at any rate to | 
the sanitary authority acting upon their recommendation, with | 
regard to the penalization of slum dwelling-owners, Is the 
adoption of the non-elective and co-optative system for the 
constitution of the committee really necessary? Surely it adds | 
to the complexity of our already far too elaborate machinery of 
Local Government! Is it too much to hope that, when the 
Act has been in working order long enough, these committees 
will be done away with, and their tasks handed over to the 
sanitary authority? Lastly, the very wide powers of supple- 
mental legislation entrusted to the Insurance Commissioners 
excite comment. Already they have been largely used in 
practice; in particular, the inclusion of certain classes of 
persons within the scheme of insurance, or their exclusion with- 
out it, has been dealt with by quite a number of Special Orders 
made by the Commissioners. Hitherto it has been the tradition of 
our legislation that Government departments are never given 
power to produce substantive legislation, but merely to provide 
machinery for carrying out in practice the details of a policy laid 
down by the Legislature.

Workmen’s Compensation and National 
Insurance. 
Ir 18 worth while drawing the attention of counsel and

cases, to section 11 of the National Insurance Act, 1911. That 


section amends, in rather a novel and important way, the law of 
compensation both under the Act of 1906 and the Employers’ 
Liability Act of 1880, and at common law. Summarized 
briefly, it contains five provisions. The first (contained in sub- 
section 1 (a) ) prohibits a person, who is entitled to workmen’s 
compensation in respect of any accident or industrial disease, 
from obtaining insured benefit during the period of resulting sick- 
ness or disablement. When the benefit would exceed the com- 
pensation payable to him, he is to get the difference. This is a 
far-reaching provision, for it extends even to the case in which 
the insured person gets damages from a third party for an accident 
that has nothing to do with his employer or employment—for 
instance, if he is knocked down by a motor-car while taking a 
Sunday stroll, or injured in a railway collision. The second 
provision (sub-section 1 (})) is designed to meet a difficulty 
which will at once jump to the mind of the experienced 
lawyer as he reads the foregoing; when the damayes paid 
are a lump sum, how is their amount to be compared with the 
weekly benefit receivable under the statute? A mode of assess- 
ing the comparative values and of settling disputes with reference 
thereto is provided. The third provision (sub-section 1 (¢) ) deals 
with the case where an employer makes an agreement as to the 
amount of compensation payable by him under the Act of 1906, 
or elects to redeem the same by payment of a lump sum instead 
of a weekly allowance ; notice in a prescribed form must be given 
to the approved society or local health committee, or to the In- 
surance Commissioners. Fourthly (sub-section 2), the society or 
committee can institute proceedings at their own cost to enforce 
payment in such cases. This creates in practice a new kind 
of Poor Man’s Lawyer for all insured persons when the victims 
of an accident ; it becomes the duty and the interest of their 
society to sue the tort-feasor, or statutory compensation-payer, 
as the case may be. Lastly (sub-section 3), where the society 
pays his benefit to a person entitled to compensation elsewhere, 
it can recower it by deduction or suspension of benefits 
when his claim has been settled in his favour. It is obvious 
that the net result of all these provisions in section 11 is to affect 
very considerably the practice at present enjoyed by unofficial 
solicitors in compensation cases ; in future much, perhaps most, 


| of that practice will inevitably pass into the hands of those 


members of the profession whose services are habitually or per- 


| manently retained by the trade-unions, friendly societies, and 


provident or industrial assurance companies. 


Railways in England. 

THAT THE English are a practical rather than a logical people 
is one of the commonplaces of political criticism ; it is rowhere 
so well exemplified as in the curious growth of our system of 
legislation by private bills. The Keign of Law, as Professor 
Dicky has demonstrated once for all in his text-bock on the 


| British Constitution, is one of the key-points of that constitu- 


tion ; yet every private bill is in a sense an infringement of 
the principle. For a private bill overrides the law of the land 
in favour of an individual or a corporate body ; it confers on its 
favourite what Roman jurisprudence called a privileyium, or 
special legal advantage not enjoyed by other subjects. Done 
by some oriental despot or continental absolute monarch 
of the last century, we should call such grants a mark of 
arbitrary government; but given by an English Parliament 
they are part of the recognized machinery of progress. 
Thus a railway company, a dock company, a gas, water, 
or electricity company goes to Parliament for special powers 
to override the rights of private citizens in the interest of 
the general welfare ; whether the precise machinery adopted is 
that of a parliamentary bill or a provisional order made by the 
Board of Trade and confirmed by Parliament, the principle is 
the same. It gets power to expropriate landowners, to create 
public nuisances, to alter highways, to interfere with common 
rights in every direction ; often it is given an actual monopoly— 
notwithstanding that the Statute ot Monopolies is still unre- 
pealed upon the statute-book. But it gets these powers subject 
to elaborate regulations of two kinds: the first set govern the 
procedure by which it constructs its undertaking, and concern 
chiefly the private persons thereby damnified ; the second set 
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control, in the interests of the public at iarge, the working of the 
gtatutery undertaking which it has constructed under its powers. 
In each case there is usually a general statute (in the case of 
milways, the Railways Clauses Act of 1845), which provides a 
code for the regulation of both those matters; then there is a 
special Act which incorporates the general Act, and indicates 
the precise limits within which the powers conferred by it are to 
be enjoyed. The most perfect example of this peculiar, but, in 
practice, efficient, mode of granting super-legal powers for public 
purposes to private persons is the case of railways ; and those 
interested in the subject may read with advantage the paper on 
“The Development of Railway Law,” which Mr. Hucu M. 
INGLEDEW submitted to the Law Society at the Cardiff 
meeting. 








The Report of the Public Records 


Commission. 


THE first report of the Royal Commission on Pablic Records, 
which has just been issued, contains important recommendations 
as to the administration of the Public Record Office ; notably 
it recommends that the Master of the Rolls should cease to have 
the general charge of the office—a duty which by force of circum- 
stances has become merely nominal—and that a permanent 
commission for the government of the office should be established. 
The present Commissioners were appointed in October, 1910, 
with Sir FreDERICK POLLOCK as chairman, and were chosen 
with a view to the adequate representation of antiquarian and 
historical knowledge. The scope of their inquiry included the 
working of the Public Records Acts of 1838, 1877, and 1898, 
and the rules and regulations now in force at the office; the 
arrangements in operation for the custody, preservation, 
indexing, and publishing the public records of England and 
Wales ; the custody of local records of a public nature ; and the 
Record Office establishment and the training of archivists. The 
proceedings of the Commission have included the taking of 
evidence, the inspection of archives, and the study of the history 
and nature of public records of this country, as well as, for the 
purpose of comparison, of certain foreign archives. The present 
report is concerned with the Public Record Office itself, and the 
documents which specially belong to it. A second report will deal 
with the archives of the public departments, as to which the 
evidence is not yet complete ; and the subject of local records of 
a public nature is reserved for a third and final report. 


The establishment of the present Record Office was the result 
of a report from a select committee of the House of Commons in 
1836. Various committees and commissions had been at work 
since 1800, without settled method or adequate results, and the 
public records of the kingdom, the report states, were still 
scattered about in repositories, of which none were very suitable, 
and many were dangerous and inconvenient, and under no 
general direction. The committee of 1836 insisted on the 
principle that “the most important business which falls within 
the province of those who are entrusted with the management 
of records is that of their proper custody.” This was sufficiently 
obvious, but the question was, and still is, how to give practical 
effect to it. It was necessary to provide a building, to determine 
what records were to be kept there, and to provide for the 
management of the office. Under the Public Records Act, 1838, 
a building was provided on the present site of the office, and the 
general management was entrusted to the Master of the Rolls, 


of the Master of the Rolls, all public records were to be 
under his charge and superintendence, and section 4 of the Act 
provided that he might at any time, by warrant under his hand, 
take these into his custudy. Inasmuch as a large proportion of 
the records belong to public departments, the exercise of this 
power might have caused inconvenience, and, in fact, it has not 
been exercised ; but a working arrangement was made in 1845-6 
and still exists, under which such records are from time to time 
transferred to the Public Record Office for preservation and 
arrangement and convenience of access; but they do not pass 
technically into the custody of the Master of the Rolls, and they 
can be withdrawn by the departments concerned; while 
meanwhile the departments retain some control over their 
use by the public. “Under the present method,” says the 
report, “there is a kind of dual control which cannot be 
justified on any rational ground, and which is tolerable in 
practice only becanse in this, as in many other cases, the work of 
English public servants is more intelligent than the letter of 
their official rules.” 


While acknowledging the efficiency with which in general the 
work of the Record Office is now carried on, the Commissioners 
call attention to the failure in certain instances to recognize the 
importance of records stored at.the office, and, in particular, owing 
to the representations which they made to the authorities, a great 
mass of “port books” and “coast books” have been made 
accessible to the public. “There is,” says the report, “reason to 
believe that few more important additions have been made in 
recent years to the official materials for economic history.” And 
exception is also taken to the mode in which documents have 
been destroyed as useless under the provision of the Public 
Records Acts of 1877 and 1898. In some cases the destruction 
which has taken place has rendered remaining series of docu- 
ments incomplete. In other cases, fortunately, documents 
scheduled for destruction have been preserved, owing to 
representations made from outside the office, and have proved to 
be valuable. The Commission also report on the arrangements 
for public access to the records, and, among other matters, they 
are of opinion that no fees should be imposed, save where the 
inspection is for legal purposes, and that the Record Office 
authorities should have discretionary power to remit them in 
these cases. They also recommend that the hours of admission 
should be 10 to 5, instead of 10 to 4°30, as at present; that 
greater facilities for consulting the records should be provided ; 
and that the restrictions placed by public departments on access 
to their own particular records should be, as far as practicable, 
removed. 

But the most important part of their recommendations relates 
to the future administration of the office. They advise that the 
two functions of preserving the archives of the nation and of 
publishing them should be separated. Some publishing would still 
be done by the office ; such as the publication of lists, indexes, 
and catalogues prepared by officials in the office, in order to 
make the contents of the building available for consultation. 
But to a board or commission of experts, which would include 
the deputy keeper, should be entrusted the publication of all 
editions of records or State papers printed in eztenso. As to the 
general management of the office, the Commissioners point out 
that recent Masters of the Rolls, while retaining all their statu- 
tory responsibilities, have, in point of fact, ceased to control it ; 
and while the deputy keeper has remained in name a sub- 
ordinate official, his authority bas become in practice obsolete. 
They hold that the position of the Master of the Rolls as merely 
a nominal custodian of the public records is unsatisfactory, and

person duly qualified by his knowledge of records” to be 
deputy keeper of the Records ; the rest of the necessary staff 
were to be appointed by the Treasury. The Act drew a 
distinction between legal and other records. The records of the 
Chancery of England were, immediately on the passing of the 
Act, to be deemed to be “in the custody” of the Master of 
the Rolls ; and provision was made for other legal records being 
brought into his custody. But a distinction was drawn between 
“custody” and “charge and superintendence”; and while 
legal documents only were to be necessarily in the custody 


_ingly they recommend that, on the next vacancy, the Master 


of the Rolls should cease to be titular head of the office, and that 
the actual government of it should be entrusted to a permanent 
commission of nine persons, representing in equal proportion the 
judiciary, the public offices, and the claims of historical study. 
The deputy keeper would be the executive officer and adviser 
of this Commission. No doubt these proposals would lead to 
greater efficiency in the management of the Publie Record Office, 
and relieve the Master of the Rolls of duties which he cannot 








adequately discharge.

Interpretation of Statutes. 


MAXWELL ON THE INTERPRETATION OF Statutes. Friern Eprrion: 
by the late F. Srroup, Barrister-at-Law. Sweet & Maxwell 
(Limited). 

Ever since Sir Peter Maxwell, sometime Chief Justice of the 
Straits Settlements and Legal Administrator in Egypt, brought out 
the first edition of this work in 1875, it has proved of the utmost 
utility to the practitioner whose work lies in the Divisional Court, 
where the ambiguities and /Jacune of rating, registration, and local 
government statutes prove a never-failing source of trouble to the 
courts, and of emolument to the legal profession. Its only rival of 
moment has been Hardeastle’s similar work, and any preference for 
one over the other is a matter of personal taste, not of relative merits 
on which the critic can adjudicate. The latest editions of these 
works have one —_~ in common: each was put through the press 
last year by a scholar of eminence in the world of practical lawyers, 
and in each case the learned editor only survived the final revision 
of his work. In the case of Hardcastle, the late Mr. Fielden Craies, 
well known as the editor of “Archbold,” and in the case of 
Maxwell, the late Mr. Stroud—whose “judicial dictionary ” 
is, perhaps, the most generally useful legal text-book published 
in the last generation—were the scholars in question ; their names 
are suflicient guarantee of the excellence of their work. The present 
work exhibits all Mr. Stroud’s characteristics of caution in state- 
ment, minute attention to details, and thoroughness in the collation 
of all available references. Special attention should be paid to the 
sections on “ Preambles,’ which are now coming to be regarded as 
very authoritative and important in the construction of old statutes 
by the Divisional Court. In the recent case of London County 
Council v. Bermondsey Bioscope Co. (80 L. J. K. B. 144), which 
turned on the application of the Sunday Observance Acts, Lord 
Alverstone even went so far as to say “1 very much regret that the 
practice of inserting preambles in Acts of Parliament has disappeared ; 
for the preamble often helped to the solution of doubtful points.” 
Other interesting sections deal with “ Beneficial construction ” (( ‘ap. 
[I., s. 1), “J/ens vea in criminal law” (Cap. IIL), “ Extension to 
prevent evasion or abuse” (Cap. IV.), “Harmony” of construction 
when in conflict with presumptions of law or other provisions of the 
same or other statutes (Cap. V., VI, VIII), and ‘‘ Intentions” 
imputed to the Legislature (Cap. XII. and XIIL.). But the whole 
book is very readable as well as instructive.

Counsel’s Fees. 

(To the Editor of the Solicitors’ Journal and Weekly Reporter.) 

Sir,—I venture to think that the reference made by the President 
of the Law Society at the Cardiff meeting on the above subject is 
one that calls for attention. 

[ am convinced, from many years’ experience, that litigation to 
a large extent is deterred by the reluctance of clients to pay the 
heavy fees to counsel which are incurred in taking their cases to 
trial, and unsatisfactory settlements consequently result in clients 
putting up with injustice rather than submit to the heavy liability 
to which they are subjected in seeking redress. 

Speaking from my personal knowledge, the fees claimed by 
counsel at the present day are very large compared with what they 
were many years ago—before the passing of the Judicature Act. I 
can well remember the time when such legal luminaries of the 
period as the late Sir Henry Hawkins and the late Sir Henry 
James (and others of equal standing), when practising as Jeaders 
at the’ common law bar, were satisfied with such fees as fifteen to 
twenty guineas in special jury cases, and in common jury cases fees 
of about two-thirds of those amounts, whilst, where cases lasted 
| beyond one day, the refreshers were merely nominal, and were 
| sometimes covered by a consultation fee to counsel. 

I verlture to think that it would be to the interest of the bar if 
| the demands hitherto made by them were subjected to considerable 
revision, I firmly believe, however, that in many cases the clerks, 
apparently in zeal for the interests of their masters (or otherwise), 
are offenders more than their principals.

Offices Open to Solicitors. 
(To the Editor of the Solicitors’ Journal and Weekly Reporter.) 
Sir,—I have read with considerable interest the speech of the 
| President of the Law Society at the recent meeting of that body, 
| and particularly his remarks as to the extension of offices available 
for solicitors. 

I think, however, that with regard to positions already open, the 
Council might well take up a very firm attitude as to solicitors 
canvassing for such positions. This is undoubtedly done in many 
cases at the present time, especially when the appointments are in 
the hands of local authorities and other public bodies, and often to 
the intense annoyance of members of those bodies.

Manks v. Whiteley. 


[Tc the Editor of the Solicitors’ Journal and Weekly Reporter.] 


Sir.—A good deal of discussion has taken place in the West 
Riding of Yorkshire concerning the question at issue in this case, 
but perhaps even more concerning questions with respect to registra- 
tion and searches in the Yorkshire Registries not strictly at issue in 
it, but which have arisen in the minds of local practitioners on 

rusal of the judgments. Various inferences have been drawn 
- these judgments concerning the effect of registration, some of 
which appear to be quite unwarranted by anything decided in the 
case. For instance, the point has been raised as to whether bankers’ 
mortgages on land in Yorkshire for securing accounts current can 
now be relied upon. The subject is of such importance that I trust 
you will see your way to deal further with it. 

It may be useful to recall what took place on the passing of the 
Yorkshire Registries Act, 1884, of which I have a very clear recol- 
lection. Section 14 of that Act provided that “Subject to the 
wrovisions cf this Act, all assurances entitled to be registered shall 
oes priority according to the date of registration thereof, and not 
according to the date of such assurances, or of the execution thereof.” 
“ All priorities given by this Act shall have full effect in all Courts 
except in cases of actual fraud, and all persons claiming thereunder 
any legal or equitable interests shall -be entitled to corresponding 
priorities, and no such person shall lose any such priority merely in 
consequence of his having been affected with actual or constructive 
notice except in cases of actual fraud.” 

Section 15 provided that “the registration of any instrument 
under this Act shall be deemed to constitute actual notice of such 
instrument.” 

It was at once realized that section 15 would interfere most 
seriously with the operations of bankers and mortgagees requiring 
to have mortgage securities covering future advances. The position 
was, in fact, found to be intolerable, and the amending Act of 1885 
was consequently passed, which repealed section 15 of the Act of 
1884. Since then, no difficulty has arisen where the excellent 
system of the Registries has been properly understood and worked ; 
and the trouble in Manks v. Whiteley arose entirely from the omis- 
sion to search at the West Riding Registry before carrying out the 
sale and subsequent mortgage. The confusion of thought which has 
resulted from the judgments is, { submit, due to a failure to realize 
the effect of section 14 as to priorities, coupled with the rulings to the 
effect that the purchaser and her mortgagee must be deemed to have 
constructive notice of the mortgage to Manks, though no search had 
been made. Section 14 afforded ample ground for deciding in favour 
of the plaintiff, inasmuch as, by the reconveyance, the first mortgage 
had been extinguished, which left the second mortgagee in the 
position of being entitled to claim priority over all assurances sub- 
sequently registered. It would then have been unnecessary to raise 
the delicate and difficult question of constructive notice, and no 
mnisgiving would have resulted. 

To sum the matter up, I suggest that until a banker or mortgagee 
receives notice of a subsequent assurance he may continue to make 
advances covered by his duly registered security, and, of course, 
without any necessity to search. His position is, in fact, secured by 
section 14 of the Act of 1884, coupled with the repeal of section 15 of 
that Act. To take a concrete instance. If a security tosecure £100 
and further advances upto £500 has been registered, it cannot be seri- 
ously suggested that any further document is required to be registered 
or any investigation of title made, or the register searched, on making 
the further advances, and therefore the doctrine of constructive 
notice could not apply. But if the registered security had been only 
for £100, and thereafter a further advance of £400 is negotiated, 
clearly a fresh document which requires registration must be pre- 
vared, the title ought to be investigated, and the registers searched 
” the solicitor for the mortgagee. If he fails to do this, whether 
by instructions of the client or through neglect, and there is, in fact, 
a charge registered after the first mortgage, and before the further 
charge, the result is the same whether the mortgagee is affected with 
constructive notice of the charge and is accordingly postponed, or 
full effect is given to the provisions of section 14, and the securities 
made to rank strictly according to the date of registration. ; 

It appears, therefore, that there is no need to invoke the doctrine 
of constructive notice, and we can avoid the absurdity of equity 
making registration constructive notice, when the Legislature has 
expressly repealed the section wnich made it actual notice. Of 
course, if and when the mortgagee receives actual notice of some 
assurance dealing with the equity of redemption, other considerations 
arise, and he must make no atiet advance under his security or he 


may find himself postponed, and this is so even if he has covenanted 








to make a further advance. Nor is he any longer under any obliga- 

tion to the mortgagor to make the advance, as the execution of the 

second mortgage amounts to a release from such obligation : West v. 
Al

Joint Board of Legal Education for Wales. 


The second annual meeting of this board, which consists of repre- 
sentatives of the Law Societies of Wales and of the Welsh University, 
was held at Llandrindod Wells on Saturday, the 14th September. 

The president, Mr. R. S. Cleaver, of Liverpool, was in the chair, 
and there were also present Sir T. Marchant Williams and Mr. D. 
Lleufer Thomas, stipendiary magistrates for Merthyr Tydfil and Ponty 
pridd respectively. Principal Roberts and Prof. Levi, of Aberyst- 
wyth, Messrs. Colbourne (Newport), Dauncey (Newport), Lloyd John 
(Corwen), E. W. Jones (Swansea), Lewis Morgan (Cardiff), Stanley 
Owen (Swansea), Francis Nunn (Colwyn Bay), J. Hopley Pierce (Wrex 
bam), and H. W. Spowart (Llanelly). Mr. Lleufer Thomas, who haa 
acted as hon. secretary from the commencement, expressed a wish to 
retire, but was induced to continue in office for at least another yéar, 
Mr. A. C. Macintosh, of Cardiff, being asked to act as assistant hon. 
secretary. The treasurer’s financial statement for the year ending 
50th June, 1912, showed receipts amounting to £430 14s. 6d., made up 
of £79 grants from local law societies, £31 10s. private subscriptions, 
£120 4s. 6d. students’ fees, and £200 grant from the Law Society, 
originally made to the Swansea Board of Legal Studies, but transferred 
to the Joint Board. This income had been disposed of after the pay- 
ment of the current expenses, as follows :— 

£200 to the University of Wales, Aberystwyth, in respect of 
eaching work carried on at Swansea and Aberystwyth, and £198 12s. 6d. 
to the University College at Cardiff, in respect of the work done at 
that college. The sum of £300 had been received from the Law 
Society in respect of work to be done in 1912-13, but the allocation 
of this grant was deferred. 

The first annual report of the board covering the period extending 
from its first meeting in February, 1911, to the end of June, 1912, 
was adopted. It opens with an interesting history of the movement 
for legal education in Wales. As to the year 1911-12, there were 
courses of law lectures provided at Swansea, Aberystwyth, and 
Cardiff respectively. The instruction provided at Swansea and 
Aberyswyth was given as in previous years by members of the staff 
of the Law Department of the University College, Aberystwyth—viz., 
Professor T. A. Levi, M.A., B.C.L., Professor of English Law at 
the College since the opening of the department in October, 1901, 
and Mr. F. Raleigh Batt, solicitor (first class honours and Law 
Society’s prize-man in conveyancing and equity). 

The instruction at Cardiff was given by Mr. F. Bertram Jacobs, 
LL.B., who was appointed Lecturer in Law at the University College, 
Cardiff, in June, 1911, for the special purpose of these lectures. 

. 
(A) Swansea. 

Two courses of lectures, extending over a period of twelve weeks 
from the 16th of January, 1911, were given at the Guildhall, Swansea, 
by Professor Levi and Mr. Batt—one course for intermediate 
students, the other for final students. 

This was the eighth year for such course¢ being given at Swansea. 
Each student was required to pay a fee of one guinea for the 
course. Seventeen articled clerks attended the lectures, ten attending 
each course and three attending both courses. These students came 
from the following towns :—Seven from Swansea, four from Llanelly, 
two from Aberavon, and one each from Bridgend, Briton Ferry, 
Pontardulais, and Glyn Neath. In the previous year—that is, in 
the spring of 1911—there had been a total attendance of thirty-four 
students. 

The change in the numbers at Swansea was due solely to the fact 
that a large number of Swansea students have recently qualified or 
finished their courses; only three of the students attending lectures 
at Cardiff came from the province whose requirements have been 
hitherto met by Swansea. 

(B) Summer Course at ABERYSTWYTH. 

As in previous years a short summer course was provided at the 
College at Aberystwyth. It began on the Ist of May and ended the 
1st of June, 1912. Four lectures were delivered each day, including 
Saturday, the total amounting to 100. The following is a classified 
summary of the students—twenty-seven in all—who attended these

The articled clerks who attended these lectures this year were 
from eleven different towne in Wales—seven in South Wales and four 
in North Wales—viz., Swansea, Bridgend, Llanelly, Carmarthen, 
Pontypool, Cardigan, Lampeter, Holyhead, Amlwch, Bala, and 
Wrexham. Nine of this number had attended the course at Swansea 
earlier in the year. There was also one bar student from Swansea. 
The five attending articled clerks were from Aberystwyth, Abertil- 
lery, Brynmawr, Llanelly and Pontardulaie. 

It was reported that in 1911 the course was attended by articled 
clerks from Cardiff, Pontypridd, Neath, Brecon, Fishguard, Conway, 
Carnarvon, Rhyl and Lampeter. Every county in Wales, except one, 
was thus represented at the short course of 1911 or 1912. 

The total amount credited as students’ fees in respect of thie 
course is £17 17s. Students already members of the College were 
not charged any extra fee in respect of the course. 

(C) Carpirr. 

The courses of lectures in English law provided at Cardiff com- 
prised four lectures a week (namely, two to intermediate and two 
to final students) throughout the three academic terms of the year. 
One lecture a week is also given by Mr. D. J. A. Brown in book 
keeping.

Four of the above students attended both the intermediate and final 
courses in law, while one student attended the book-keeping course only. 
The total number of individual students was thirty-eight, of whom 
twenty-nine were from Cardiff, four from Pontypridd and Rhondda, 
two from “ridgend, one from Barry, one from Merthyr, and one from 
the area of the Newport and Monmouthshire Law Society. 
The total received as students’ fees was £86 12s. 6d. 


(D.) Untversrry Instruction at ABERYSTWYTH. 


As to the second of the objects of the joint board stated in the 
foundation scheme—viz., the promotion of University education in ‘aw, 
the College in Aberystwyth is as yet the only one of the three con- 
stituent colleges of the University of Wales that provides such 
education, 

The number of students attending the degree courses in law at the 
College is returned at thirty-eight, of whom twenty students were 
engaged in studying for the LL.B. degree or B.A. degree in law, or 
B.Se. degree, inclusive of a legal subject. There are now eight 
students working for the LL.B. degree. These lectures are con- 
tinued throughout the whole of the academic vear. 

The board had received two applications for grants in respect of 
1913-14—-viz., one from the Law Societies of Swansea and Mid-Wales 
in conjunction with Abervstwvth College; the other from the Cardiff 
Monmouthshire and Merthyr Tydfil Law Societies, in conjunction with 
the University College, Cardiff. These applications the board decided 
to forward to the Law Society, together with an application of its own 
in support of local applications. The board expressed the hope that 
a Law Facultv mav shortlv Be established in connection with the 
Tiniversity College at Cardiff, similar to that which has existed at 
Abervstwyth since 1901. 

A motion in the name of Mr. F. T.ewellyn Jones, LY..B., of Mold, 
requesting the University of Wales to establish a diploma in law, 
was deferred till after the subject has been discussed by the court 
of governors of the University.

Tue Recistration or Writs Retatixe to Herirarrte or Rear Riants 
™ Scornannp 


The following paper was read at the Cardiff meeting of the Law 


Society by Mr. W. Boyn Annerson, Glasgow, vice-president of the 
Incorporated Society of Law Agents in Scotland : 

So much controversy has arisen in England upon the registration of 
title in certain districts and the proposal to extend the svstem to the 
whole of the country, that some notes on the registration of writs 
dealing with heritable or real estate in Scotland may be interesting ; 





especially as the system has worked satisfactorily in Scotland for quite 
years. The system did not arise at once in its integrity, but has 
been developed by thoughtful legislation following upon experience, 

The right of a person in lands and rights pertaining to lands in Scot- 
land is only perfected by possession. The possession must be patent 
to all, and this is secured by the registering of the writ in a public 
register open to the inspection of anyone. Originally the right to 
lands was completed by possession of the lands being given by the 
over-lord or superior in presence of all the vassals, no writing being 
necessary; but some time after the grant and the sale of lands came 
to be expressed in writing a custom arose to invest a grantee or a 
purchaser of lands formally by proceeding to the lands themselves 
and there giving possession, the granter or seller, or his representative 
called the bailie, formally investing the grantee or purchaser either 
directly or by a representative, called the attorney, in presence of a 
notary public and two witnesses. This ceremony of investiture con- 
sisted in handing over earth and stone on the lands or other appro- 
priate symbols for houses, mills, fishings, etc., and was called giving 
seisin or sasine. Without it the transmission was incomplete, and a 
grantee or purchaser who dispensed with the ceremony had no real 
right in the lands, and could be displaced by anyone receiving a charter 
or disposition or transfer from the original holder, and taking seisin 
upon it. What was done at the ceremony of giving seisin was written 
out by the notary public on parchment in a deed called an instrument 
of sasine. It will be noted that there can be no seisin without some 
warrant for it; and that a barren ceremony not following upon any 
title has no effect. The deeds of the lands and the instruments of 
sasine following upon them were private property, and not discover- 
able by creditors or purchasers ; and this latency of seisins rendered all 
conveyances of heritable rights most insecure; fer purchasers could not 
know by any research whether the lands were already sold or charged 
with debts. Some form of publication of seisins was desirable, and 
the first attempts were made in 1053 and again in 1540 by which sheriffs 
who gave seisin of lands holden of the Crown were required to send 
to the Exchequer each year a note of the seisins which they had given, 
to be recorded in the books of the Court. This was extended in 1555 
and in 1587 to include seisins in all lands, both Crown and private 
lands. But this was merely a register of seisins, and no provision was 
made to insert any of the conditions or limitations affecting the right. 
In 1599 an Act was passed providing that the full tenor, not merely of 
seisins but of several other real rights, should be registered within 
forty days of their dates in the books of the secretary. The officials, 
however, considered these registers as private, and granted or refused 
access to them according to their individual inclinations. This register 
proved of little use and created much discontent, and was abolished ten 
years later by an Act in 1609, as explained in the preamble as follows : 
‘The just grief and miscontentment which the subjects of this king- 
dom of all degrees and ranks has conceived upon the erection of that 
unnecessary register called the register of the secretary the 
same register serving for little or no other use than to acquire gain and 
commodity to the clerks, keepers thereof, and to draw His Majesty’s 
good subjects to needless, extraordinary, and most unnecessary trouble, 
turmoil, fasherie and expense.”’ 

All these registers were more or less private, or at least the public 
had not the full right to examine them at will either by way of sale 
or burden, and it was felt that to give security to purchasers and 
lenders a public register should be established to which unrestrained 
access should be given. Accordingly an Act was passed in 1617 institu- 
ting a public record of land rights, which still regulates our system 
of registration. The Act proceeds on the preamble, ‘“‘ Our Sovereign 
Lord having considered the great hurt sustained by His Majesty’s 
lieges by the fraudulent dealing of parties who having alienated their 
lands and received great sums of money therefor, yet by their unjust 
concealing of some private right formerly made by them render the 
subsequent alienation done for great sums of money altogether unprofit- 
able : which cannot be avoided unless the said private rights be made 
public and patent to His Highness’ lieges.”” The Act thereupon estab- 
lished a public register of all deeds and writs affecting lands in Scot- 
land, and provided that a public register should be kept in Edinburgh 
for the whole of Scotland, with local registers in various places covering 
also the whole of the country. Any writ could be registered in either 
the general register in Edinburgh, or in the local registers, which were 
called particular registers—of which there were seventeen throughout 
the country. To secure the rights of all parties, sasines and other 
writs had to be registered within sixty days of their date, otherwise 
the same should make no faith in judgment by way of action or excep- 
tion to the prejudice of a third party who hath acquired a perfect 
and lawful right to the said lands and heritages; but without prejudice 
to the holders of the writs not registered within sixty days to use the 
said writs against the parties makers thereof. This limitation of sixty 
days is now abolished, and a writ may be registered at any time within 
the lifetime of the grantee. The whole of the writ had to be registered, 
thus showing not only the land sold or burdened, but also any limitations 
upon it, such as life interests, servitudes, wayleaves, etc., and any 
accessories like salmon fishings, teinds or tithes, etc. An extract or 
office copy of the writ from the register was declared to make as great 
faith as the principal, except in the case of improbation—that is, where 
the validity of the writ was challenged on the ground of fraud or 
forgery. Fees were also provided by the Act for the registration of 
writs, and a certificate of registration, with the date and place in the 
register book, was appended to the writ, which was then handed back 
to the party entitled to hold it. The registration had to be made 
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within forty-eight hours of the receipt of the writ. The registers were 
placed under the charge of the Lord Clerk Registrar and his deputies, 
who were required to be ‘‘ of good fame, literature, and conversation”’ ; 
and who for failure in duty might be deprived of their place and 
service, and of the office of notary in all time thereafter. This Act 
did not extend to borough lands till 1681, the borough lands being 
held on a tenure—called burgage tenure—different from the rest ot 
Scotland, which was held under the feudal tenure. It necessarily 
follows that writs take priority according to the date of registration, 
eo that of two writs dealing with the same lands that first registered 
is preferred, though it is later in date than the other. 

It is one thing to pass an Act of Parliament; it is another thing to 
observe it. The keepers of the registers did not always register the 
deeds within the forty-eight hours required by the statute, and even 
at times returned the writs with a certificate of registration thereon, 
although they were not entered in the register book. This negligence 
scems to have been not unusual, as an Act was passed in 1686 providing 
that if a seisin or other writ was returned to the party bearing a 
certificate of registration by the registrar, the same should be sufficient 
for the security of the party. But this did not secure a third party 
relying on the accuracy of the registers against a latent transmission 
or a bond; and it was found necessary to improve on the original 
statute by instituting a minute book in 1693 in which all seisins and 
other writs presented for registration were noted, with the day and 
hour of presentation, and the names and descriptions of the parties, 
which minute book was signed by the presenter of the writ and the 
keeper. The date in the minute book was held to be the date of 
registration, and the deeds were to be registered in the order in which 
they appeared in the minute book. The minute book was open for 
public inspection gratis; so that any person on examining the register 
and the minute book could ascertain exactly how the title to any 
property stood. This minute book is still in use. The formality of 
giving seisin on the ground itself in presence of a notary public, and 
writing an account of this ceremony in an instrument, of sasine, which 
was the deed recorded—not the charter or deed of sale—continued till 
1845, when the process was simplified by the party in right of the 
deed, whatever its nature, presenting it to any notary public, who 
thereupon gave infeftment and investiture without going to the lands 
at all, and narrated the fact in a simplified instrument of sasine, which 
was recorded in the appropriate register. In 1858 this method was 
further improved by recording the deed itself without the intervention 
of any notary public or instrument of sasine. It is remarkable that 
this simple device of recdrding the deed itself was not sooner adopted, 
especially as railway companies and other public companies incorporated 
under Acts of Parliament had for many years set the example by 
taking power in their Acts providing that the recording of conveyances 
of lands acquired by them should have the same effect as if infeftment 
had been taken in the usual way, and an instrument of sasine recorded. 
But old customs die hard, especially those founded on convenience and 
having a historical significance; and it was not till Queen Victoria had 
reigned for over twenty years that this medieval ceremony disappeared 
from Scotch conveyancing. 

In 1€68 a further great improvement was effected. The seventeen 
local registers were discontinued, and the whole registration of writs 
dealing with land in Scotland was concentrated in the General Register 
Heuse, in Edinburgh. This general register is so kept that the writs 
applicable to each county are entered in a separate series of presentment 
books, and the writs are minuted in a separate series of minute books, 
and engrossed in a separate series of register volumes in the order of 
presentment. Where any writ relates to land in more than one county, 
it is entered in the presentment book and minute book of each county, 
and is recorded in the register volume of only one county, and a 
memorandum of the recording is made in the register volumes of the 
other counties. To facilitate reference to recorded deeds, printed 
abridgments and indices of writs were established in 1868, and are of 
immense value to the public, forming the key to the registers. The 
abridgments are kept for each county, and printed as nearly as possible 
contemporaneously with the minute books and volumes of the register. 
These printed abridgments and indices apply to whole counties, and 
any search for writs or incumbrances against a particular property 
involves an examination of the county index, a somewhat laborious 
process, with considerable chance of passing over some entry, an 
omission which could not be discovered except by going over again 
all the numerous entries relating to a whole county. Accordingly, the 
officials of the register house many years ago, in 1874, I think, 
instituted a private index of each particular property, showing the 
various transmissions and all the deeds affecting it; and this index is 
called the search sheet. So that when any search is required against a 
particular property this index or search sheet shows at a glance how 
the title stands, the various transmissions and all bonds or mortgages or 
other deeds limiting or burdening the owner’s full right of property, 
such as life interests under family or marriage settlements. There is a 
further index of names for each county, showing the various properties 
registered in each person’s name, which greatly facilitates reference 
to the index of properties or the search sheet. To secure accuracy of 
recording, all writs after recording are collated twice, as also are the 
abridgments, indices and search sheets. a 

This, then, is the register of property writs of which the leading 
feature is that priority of registration gives priority of title ; but there 
are two other registers affecting properties subordinate to the register 
of sasines, but extremely important, and they must be noticed. The 


temptation to a debtor when pressed by his creditors to alienate or 

conceal his property is great; and in early times in Scotland, at any 

rate, when commerce was limited and the chief assets were land, a 

creditor was permitted to prohibit or inhibit a debtor from alienating 

or burdening his lands till the creditor’s claim was satisfied or other- 

wise disposed of. Inhibition is a personal prohibition, yr gy | the 
a 


party inhibited from granting any deed by which any part of his lands 
may be alienated or carried off or burdened to the prejudice of the 
-creditors inhibiting. Inhibition may proceed upon a liquid debt or 
obligation, or upon a depending action, the writ or summons being first 
executed. But it does not prevent a proprietor exercising the ordinary 
rights of management, such as granting a lease, or executing improve- 
ments. An inhibition expires at the end of five years, after registra- 
tion; and must be then renewed if jt is desired to continue it. But 
it generally serves its purpose long before that time. An inhibition 
used in an unnecessary or oppressive manner will be recalled by the 
court. This may seem a most oppressive power to place in the hands 
of a creditor; but in practice it has been judiciously used, and there is 
no desire to have the powers of an inhibitor limited. This register 
serves a useful purpose, in containing a notice of all bankruptcies (or 
sequestration, to use the Scotch term), and of course is referred to 
before any transaction in property takes place. As experience soon 
taught that this diligence of inhibition (diligence is the legal process 
by which a creditor makes good his claim) might be easily concealed 
from purchasers and creditors, or forged to their prejudice, a register 
of inhibitions was established so long ago as 1581, by the Act 119 
of that year, and developed by subsequent enactments. Inhibitions 
were registered in the particular county in which the lands lay, or 
in the general register of inhibitions in Edinburgh, which incladed 
all lands in every county. While a party lay under inhibition, the 
inhibition affected any lands which he might acquire, as well as those 
which he held when inhibited. In 1868 these county registers were 
abandoned, and one general register of inhibitions for the whole 
country was established, and was combined with the register of abbre- 
viates of adjudications, now to be noticed. 

Adjudication is the diligence or legal process by which a creditor 

transfers the heritable or real property of his debtor to himself in 
payment or for security of his debt; and until the creditor, having 
obtained his decree of adjudication, can complete and register his title, 
he can register an abbreviate of the adjudication in the register of 
abbreviates of adjudications. This registration gives public notice that 
the lands have been adjudged from the proprietor to the creditor, and 
prevents the debtor selling or burdening them. Like the other 
registers there was a particular register of abbreviates of adjudications 
for each district, and a general register in Edinburgh for the whole 
county ; but in 1868 these particular registers were abolished, and the 
general register in Edinburgh was combined with the general register 
of inhibitions, under the name of the register of inhibitions _and 
abbreviates of adjudications, a name more formidable than the register 
itself. 
The process of adjudging property for debt has fallen into disuse ; 
but the appointments of all trustees for creditors under the bankruptcy 
Statutes must be recorded in this register. On the appointment of a 
trustee in bankruptcy being confirmed by the sheriff (the county court 
judge) he issues an act and warrant transferring to the trustee the 
whole property of every description wherever situated belonging to the 
bankrupt, and this act and warrant is recorded in the register of 
abbreviates of adjudications, which is all that is necessary to com- 
plete the trustee’s title. The register is therefore very important. This 
register of inhibitions and abbreviates of adjudications is called the 
personal register, in distinction from the register of sasines which is 
called the property register. There is another property register, the 
register of entails. No deed of entail is complete until registered here, 
and no deed of disentail can relieve the lands from its fetters until 
it also is recorded. But this is a very special register, and need not be 
further noticed. 

However perfect and well indexed and ; 
may be, very few persons have the time or knowledge to examine the 
registers themselves when they come to deal with property. Accord- 
ingly there are several firms of professional searchers in Edinburgh, 
and official searchers in the register house, who, for a comparatively 
small sum, will furnish a certificate of search against any property 
and the proprietors for as many years as are required. The search 
describes the property and notes all the deeds affecting it for the 
period covered. It also contains a certificate of search in the personal 
register of inhibitions and abbreviates of adjudications, and notes any 
personal bar of inhibition or bankruptcy which may prevent a pro- 
prietor dealing with his property. This system of registration confers 
great security in dealing with property and in handling and borrow- 
ing writs. When a proprietor sells, his solicitor freely lends all the 
writs to the purchaser’s solicitor, on an ordinary borrowing receipt to 
return them on demand, in order to enable the purchaser’s solicitor to 
prepare the conveyance: or, if the writs are in the hands of a 
mortgagee’s solicitor, they are as freely lent. Even the mortgage itself 
is lent if it is to be paid off, and a release, or discharge as it is 
called in Scotland, has to be prepared by the borrower’s solicitor. All 
the writs being recorded, their loss can be repaired by official copies 
from the registers which are declared to be equivalent to the originals, 
except in case of “‘ improbation ”’; that is, except when they are chal- 
lenged on the ground of forgery or other ground which can only be 
investigated by an examination of the writ itself. 

There is no such thing in Scotland as an abstract of title, or deduc- 
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ing title; or an equits ab le ‘nent gage in Seem of any person holding the | 


writs. There is no nexus on any property except by the registration 
of some deed; so that even if a party lent money and took possession 
of the title deeds he would have no hold whatever over the property. 
Indeed, registered deeds of property have the same relation to un 
registered deeds as inscribed stock has to bearer securities. Before

Later the same 
year he was sentenced to a month’s imprisonment for stealing appl 
Mr. Clarke Hall said that the month’s imprisonment at the age 
fourteen for stealing apples had led the man to lead a life of crime e\ 
since. ‘He had been convicted on twenty-five occasions. The man had

Even 
Mr. Samson, after allowing for the greater value of money in olden 
times, could scarcely regard this remuneration as exorbitant. 

At West London. on the 27th ult., savs the J'imes, before Mr. 
Fordham, Messrs. W. H Smith & Son, booksellers and newsagents, of 
Fetter-lane, E.C., were summoned for breaches of the Shops Act. 1912 
Mr. Greenwood, from the solicitor’s department of the London County 
Council, stated that of the seven summonses five concerned lads em 
ployed at five different stalls at the Earl’s Court Exhibition, to whom 
the defendants had failed to give in the week ending 27th July the 
prescribed half-holiday ; another summons was for failure to specify in 
a notice the day of the week on which the half-holiday was given, and 
a further summons was for failing to exhibit a notice giving the hours 
in the week under which a young person was employed. Percy 
Houghton Lofts, superintendent in the service of Messrs. Smith & Son. 
stated that the firm were the sole contractors at the exhibition for the 
sale of catalogues, guides, and programmes. The stalls or kiosks were 
of the flimsiest material, and were chiefly used as distributing centres 
for the programmes and guides. As regards the postcards, the witness 
declared that these related to scenes from Shakespeare. At some of 
the stalls purses were exposed for sale. Mr. Beachcroft, for the 
defence, argued that the Earl’s Court Exhibition was a fair, and a fair 
was specifically exempted from the operation of the Act. Mr. Ford- 
ham said he could not find that this place was a fair. The question 
was whether these boys were emploved “ about the business of a shop,” 
and he held thatsthey were. He imposed a fine of 5s. with 2s. costs on 
each of the first five summonses, and ordered the defendants to pay 
the costs on each of the remaining two summonses.
